The unique project of pumping 
water back into Ihe earth to 
protect the huge West Basin 
from contamination by sea wa­ 
ter will continue unless the 
pumping operations force salt 
water into the basin instead of 
keeping it from lilfiltrating the 
underground source of water in

.The decision to continue oper­ 
ation of water injection wells in 
the Manhattan Beach' area was 
handed down July 18 by the 
State Hoard of Water Resources 
in Sacramento. 

Revised Waiver Presented 
The board's action , followed 

he presentation of a revised 
'orm of waiver offered hy the 
California Water Service which 
earlier had soufiht to have the 
operation of the injection wells 
ceased. The water company, sup- 
ilylng Hollywood Riviera and 

Seaside Ranchbs in Torrance. 
claimed that the injection wells 
were causing an increase, not 
a decrease in the amount of 
salt water contamination in the 
West Basin. 

Presenting the revised waiver 
to the board was Ben Maggot! , 
president of the West Basin Wa- 
er Association, and Col. H. E.
